Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tbis or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



2. Claims 1,1 1, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fortune et al 
(5,623,429). 



Consider claims 1 , 11,21. Fortune teaches a method of estimating radio wave 
propagation characteristics by detecting a shield shielding a ray among a plurality of objects, 
wherein the plurality of objects are provided in an observation area as defined in a three 
dimensional space, and the ray is radiated over the observation area (see fig. 5, col. 1, In. 55 to 
col. 2, In. 16), and a closed space confining the ray in a sense of the ray colliding with the shield 
is divided into a plurality of partial spaces (col. 2, In. 45 to col. 3, In. 67; especially col. 3, In. 34- 
67; col. 8, In. 21 to col. 9, In. 57), and a new ray confined by each of the plurality of partial 
spaces is generated (col. 3, In. 59 to col. 4, In. 12; col. 6, In. 34-47).
